was dead of a Difeafc? the Owner could not conjedhire at 5 
whereupon, the parts belonging to the Neck and Throat, 
being open d, they found, to their wonder, the Afpcra Ar- 
teria in its very Trunk all ftuffd with Grafs, as if it had been 
thruft there by main force : which gives a juft canfc of 
marvelling and inquiring, both how fuch a quantity of 
Grafs (hould get in there $ and "how, being there^ fuch an 
Animal could lire with it fb long. 

Of a place in England, where^ without petrifying 
Water, Wood is turned into Stone. 

The fame Searcher of Nature, that was alledgedin the 
immediately precedent Obfervations? did impart alfo the 
following, in another Letter from Oxford^ where he faith : 

I was a while fince vifited by a Gentleman, who tells me, 
That he met with a Place in thefe parts of EngUnd^ where, 
though there be no petrefying Springffor that I particularly 
asked) Wood is turned into Stone in the Sandy Earth it fell^ 
after a better manner then by any Water I have yet feen : 
For I had the Curicfky to go to look upon pieces of Wood, 
he brought thence, and hope for the opportunity of making 
fome tryals to examine the matter a litrle further,, then I 
have yet been able to do. ihusfar that Letter. 

Since which time, He was pleafed to give this furthering 
formation of the fame matter, with a Mavfijja of fome o- 
ther Particulars, belonging to this Subjeft, in thefe 
Words. 

I was lately making fome Tryals with the petrifyed 
Wood I told you off, which I finde to be a very odde fub- 
ftance, wonderfully hard and fixed; If I had opportunity 
to Re-print the Hi ft ory of fluidity and ¥irwnefs y I could 
adde divers things about Sio»es % that perhaps would not be 
difiiked 5 and I hope, if Gdd vouchfafe mc a little leifure, 
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to infert feveral of them in fit places of that Hiftorj, againft 
ttie next Edition. Here is a certain Stone, that is thought 
to be petrcfyed Bone, being fhap'd like a Bone, with the 
Marrow taken out 5 but with a fit Menftrunnt, I found that 
X could eafily diflblve it> like other foft Stones: andpoffi- 
bly it may prove as fit as Ojieocolla^ for the &me Medicinal 
Ufet. 

Of the nature of a certain Stone^ found in the In- 
dies-, inthe headof 4 Serpent* 

There wa*, fbme while ago, (ent by Sir Vhileberto Vcrmtti 
from jte> d majors where he refides, to Sir Robert Moray, for 
the Repofttory of the Royal Society 2 certain Stone., affirm* 
ed by thePrefcnter to be found in the Head of a Snaks 9 
which laid upon any Wound, made by any venomous Crea- 
ture, isfaidto ftickto it, and Co draws away all Poyfbn .• 
tnd then, being put in Milk, to void its Poyfon therein, and 
to make the Milk turn blew 3 in which manner it muft be 
ufed> till the Wound be clcanfed. 

The like Relations having been made, by feveral others, 
of fuch a Stone, and Come alfo in this Gity affirming, to have 
made the Experiment with fuccefs, it was thought worth 
while, to inquire further into the truth of this Matter : finee 
which time, nothing hath been met with but an Informa- 
tion,delivered by that Ingenious Parifian^o^doxxtlhevenot^ 
in his fecond lome^ of the Relations of divers confidirahh 
Voyages^ whereof he lately prefented fome Exemplars to his 
Friends in England. The Book being in French, and not 
'•ommon, Vis conceived it will not be amifsto infert here 
the faid Information, which iVto this effeft.; 
, In the Eaft Indies^nd in the Kingdom of g)uamfym China, 
there is found a Stone in the Head of certain Serpents (which 
they call by a name fignifying Hairy Serpents )which heals the 
bitings of the fame Serpent, that elfe would kill in 24 hours.
